This Polio Fund is raised to cover 
expenses fsr annyone who may be 
hit with this dreadful disease. We 
have had a few cases in the Dids- 
bury district in past years and 
never know who may be the next 
victim. In many cases Polio may 
strike a mother or father of a 
household where there are small 
children. 

In cases like this the other parent 
still has to go out and make a liv- 
ing for the small children,who or- 
dinarily would have to be left alone} 
all day if the Polio Fund was not} 
organized to cover expenses of 
someone looking after the children 
In many cases the victim is left 
crippled and has to have many spe- | 
cial treatments which are costly. 

The Alberta government has an- 
nounced that it will share largely | 
the medical and hospital expenses! 
of patients. This is only part of a 
Polio victim’s needs. An ambul- 
ance or special nurse is often re- 
quired and is costly to any family. 
It is hoped the Legion Polio Fund 
will help cover many of these ex- 
penses. In short, the Legion hopes 
to assume at least part, if not all, 
the unseen costs that occur when 
yolio strikes. 

Ordinarily the Legion works for a 
returned veterans, whether Legion 
members or not, but this Polio Fund 
is for anyone, man, woman or child, 
be they veterans’ families or not. 

It is pointed out that not more 
than five per cent of the money 
raised in the Polio Fund will be 
used for organizational expenses 
Not more than 10 per cent of the 
money raised in Alberta will be sent 
to the National Foundation for 
Poliomyelitis, with the remaining! 
90 per cent to be spent in the 
province, 

Official receipts will be given for | 
all donations when asked for, a3! 
any contributions to this fund are | 
deductible for Income Tax pur-| 
poses,

What are you going to do on Fri- 
day, February 5th, in the evening, 
at 7:30 p.m.? Oh, so you plan to 
attend the meeting in Olds United 
Church, and hear Miss Beulah 
Bourns! Very good 

Miss Beulah Bourns, Reg.N., and 
Dr. Florence Murray, M.D., have 
been on the staff of the Severance 
Hospital and Nurses’ Training 
School, in Korea. At present Miss 
Bourns is on furlough and is 
speaking of the work being done 
by the missionaries working under 
the W.M3S. and the Overseas Mis- 
sion Board of the church. The oc- 
casion of her visit is the Presby- 
terial gathering at Olds, and she 
will address a public gathering in 
the Olds United Church at 7:30 on 
Friday, February 5th. 

Dr. Murray and Miss Bourns have 
been on the staff of Severance Hos- 
pital at Seoul, and Miss Ada San- 
dell R.eg.N., has been on the Ko Je 
Island Unit ‘of Severance. Thus Miss 


Bourns and her fellow workers | 


have been in the very midst of the 
work of healing so tragically neces- 
sary in that troubled land. Her re- 
ports are first-hand, autrentic and 
challenging. It would be a shame 
and a disgrace not to respond to 
this opportunity to hear her tell 
the story of the healing ministry 
in Korea. 

Founded in 1884, Severance is the 
first modern hospital in Korea, and 
is supportetd by the Mission Boards 
of the Presbyterian, Methodist and 
United Churches of the United 
States, Canada and Australia. 
About 1300 doctors have graduated 
from Severance, being about 35 
per cent of all the doctors in Korea 
at the present time. During the 
present war the out-patients’ build- 
ing. maternity and private patients’ 
wing, nurses’ residence and other 
bulidings have all suffered much 
damage. 

The Out-Patient Clinic was re- 
opened in 1951 and the hospital in 
1952, although the bed capacity 
had been reduced from one hundred 
and fifty to only 80 beds. The 
Koje branch has about 90 beds and 
200 out-patients daily. One hun- 
dred and twenty-five students are 
enrolled in the Medical School. 

The spirit of the hospital is 
shown by the simple declaration 
that “No one whom we can help is 
turned away for lack of money, 
although almost all are refugees, 
or orphans who can pay nothing, 
and frequently have to be clothed 
by the hospital before they can 
leave, Severance secks in this dev- 
ustated city to show forth some- 
thing of the love of the Great

fortunately a “safe period” as far 
as most crops are concerned. The 
one exception to this general state- 
ment are oats, which differ from 
wheat and barley. Wheat, barley 
and rye, while generally quite toler- 
ant to 2,4-D, should not be treated 
in the seedling stage. This will be 
about three weeks after the crop 
appears above the ground, or when 
the plants have reached a height of 
four to five inches. 

Treatment can be carried on 
safely from stooling to jointing 
stage until the early shot blade 
stage when the danger point is 
reached. From the time the shot- 
blade appears through to heading, ! 
treatmest must be withheld, other- 
wise serious damage may be dose 
to the crop. 

After the flowering period is past 
it is safe to treat wheat, barley and 
rye, but difficult to do, other than 
by aircraft. Oats differ from 
wheat and barley in that they are 
more sensitive to 2,4-D. Oats may 
be treated for a short period just 
after the seedling stage. This will 
be from the 3 to 6-leaf stage. 

As soon as the jointing period is 
reached they are very subject to 
damage, also again at flowering 
time. From shot-blade and into the 
early boot stage, treatment can 
safely take place. Also again after 
flowering. Application rates on 
oats snould not reach the maximum 


treat flax differs from cereals. 
Treatment for flax can commence 
early, and continue until the first 
buds aypear, then treatment must 
cease. 

After the 3rd and 4th leaf appear 
(and this is about the time the 
weeds are showing), flax is ready to 


treat right on through to the first | 


sign of buds. After flowering, flax 
can and often is treated success- 
fully. Careful timing in relation 
to both the stage of crop growth 
and weed growth is very important 
in the successful use of weed killing 
chemicals.

The price at which wheat can 
be bought determines the uses to 
which it can be put. 

At $1 per bushel it is one of the 
cheapest of human foods, and can 
be eaten by most of the nations 
west of the Iron Curtain.

As the price rises, farmers find it 
more profitable to sell their wheat 
than to feed it to livestock. They 
feed less of it and send more to 
market where it adds to the sur- 
plus. 

At $2 a bushel wheat can be sold 
only for human consumption, and 
only to the wealthier nations. 

At that price the poorer nations 
have to give up all thought of feed- 
ing their families on wheat bread, 


and turn to inferior foods that they 
can grow themselves. 

Thus the more we charge for our 
wheat, the fewer people will be 
able to buy it, and the greater the 
surplus will become.
